We, the Officers and Members of the GRAND 
Lopce Or rue State or Connecticut, 
and officers and members of subordinate Lodges 
in the State, have come to the conclusion that 
justice to ourselves and a decent regard to 
the opinions of our fellow-citizens, demand 
from us a public avowal of the principles of the 
Orpvenr, and of the nature and tendency of the 


A Decrarartion on this subject, dated 
‘December 3ist, 1831, having been made and 
published by our Brethren of the Masonic Fra- 
ternity in the State of Massachusetts, to which 
we fully assent, as it 1s strictly true in all re- 
spects, we have adopted the same ; which we 
beg leave to present to the public. 


SBhrreas, it has been frequently 
asserted and published to the world, 
that in the several Degrees of Free- 
MASONRY, as they are conferred in the 
United States, the candidate, on his in- 
itiation and subsequent advancement, 
binds himself, by oath, to sustain his 
Masonic brethren in acts, which are at 
variance with the fuudamental principles 
of morality, and incompatible with his 
duty as a good and faithful citizen : In 
justice therefore to themselves, and with 
a view to establish TRuTH and expose 
imposition, the undersigned, many of 
us the recipients of every degree of 
Freemasovey, known and acknowledg- 
ed in this country, do Most sOLEMNLY 
DENY the existence of any such obliga- 
tions in the Masonic Institution, so 
far as our knowledge respectively ex- 
tends. And we as solemnly aver that, 
no person is admitted to the Institution, 
without first being made acquainted with 
the nature of the obligations which he 
will be required to incur and assume. 


Freemasonry secures its members in 
the freedom of thovght and of speech, 
and permits each and every one to act 
according to the dictates of his own con- 
science in matters of religion, and of his 
personal preferences in matters of poli- 
tics. ft neither knows, nor does it as- 
sume to inflict, upoa its erring members, 
however wide may be their aberrations 
from duty, any penalties or punishments, 
other than those of ADMONITION, SUSPEN- 
SION, and EXPULSION. 


Tue obligations of the Institution re- 
quire of its members a strict obedience 
to the laws of Gov and of man. So far 
from being bound by any engagements 
inconsistent with the happiness and pros- 
perity of the nation, every citizen, who 
becomes a Mason, is doubly bound to be 
true to his Gop, to his Country, and to 
his Fettow-Men. In the language of 
the ‘* Ancient Constitutions”’ of the Or- 
der, which are printed and open for pub- 
lic inspection, and which are used as 
text-books in all the Lodges, he is ‘‘ re- 
quired to keep and obey the Moral Law; 
to be a quiet and peaceable citizen ; true 
to his government and just to his coun- 
try.” 

Masonry disdains the making of pros- 
elytes. She opens the -vortals of her 
asylum to those only who seek admis- 
sion, with the recommendation of a char- 
acter unspotted by immorality and vice. 
She simply requires of the candidate, 
Ais assent to one great fundamental re- 
Jigious truth—rTHe EXISTENCE AND PRO- 
-vipence or Gop ; and a practical ac- 
knowledgment of those infallible doc- 
trines for the government of life, which 
are written by the finger of Gop, on the 
‘heart of man. 

EyterraininGc such sentiments, as 

* "Masons, as Citizens, as Christians, and 
as Moral Men, and deeply impressed 
with the conviction that the Masonic Iy- 
sTiTuTION has been, and may continue 
rto be, productive of great good to their 
fellow-men : and having ‘‘ received the 
flaws of the Society, and its accumula- 
aed funds, in sacred trust for charitable 
euses,”’ the undersigned can neither re- 
ounce nor abandon it. 

We most cordially unite with our 
‘brethren of Massachusetts, in the de- 
-claration and hope, that ‘‘ should the 
‘people of this country become so infat- 
auated as to deprive Masons of their 
civil rights, in violation of their written 
Constitutions, and the wholesome spirit 
of just laws and free governments, a 
vast majority of the Fraternity will still 
remain firm, confiding in God and the 
rectitude of their intentions, for conso- 
fation, under the trials to which they 
amay be exposed.”

Almost as many thousands could have 
been obtained, had it been thought 
desirable or necessary. We have no 
knowledge that it was ever laid before 
a single Lodge, or any other Masonic 
body. It was sent forth, dependent 
pon its own merits for success. It 
was received with approbation. The 
brethren recognized in it the grand fun- 
damental principlesof Freemasonry ;— 
those principles which have sustained 
the Institution from time immemorial ; 
ahich have preserved it from the hatred 
and vengeance of bigotry, and tyranny, 
and oppression ; ‘and which will enable 
its present friends to transmit it to their 
successors unscathed and unimpaired 
by the blasts of political faction. They 
are immutable; and such as render the 
Institution invulnerable to the shafts of 
religious fanatics and political dema- 
gogues. 

Such was the origin of the ‘* Declar- 
ation;”’ or, rather, such were the cir- 
cumstances under which it was first 
given tothe public. It was an infor- 
mal thing,—a promising child with six- 
teen hundred foster-fathers, and yet its.
